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I RISE T O R E M A R K

The increasing heat of the 
election, not to mention the tem ­ 
perature in Washington and 
California, have not fully pushed 
the delicacy of the Berlin situa­ 
tion from it's top spot in the mind 
of the average citizen.

return to work. It did not turn 
out that way. I do not know 
the merits of the argument. The 
unions want, apparently, a 21 
cent increase and the companies 
offer a 121 cent increase. The 
point that interests me now. as it 
must interest all other citizens 
individually I aside from the 
inconvenience of having to hunt 
for gasoline! is the increasing 
danger of government interfer­ 
ence. on grounds of public safety, 
convenience and welfare. On 
such grounds, governments in­ 
ject themselves into the affairs 
of their citizens, and the ultimate 
loss In individual liberties, the 
increasing bureaucracy, and the 
rising taxation, will he a sorry 
price to pay for the argument 
between the employers and the 
employees of this Industry, or 
any industry whose product is 
necessary to carry on the every­ 
day life of the people. 
TO COME BACK to Berlin, 
little by little I hope to bring 
out small, and otherwise over­ 
looked points in this weekly let­ 
ter. This time I speak of the 
recent sudden death of Zhdanov, 
one of the Russian representa­ 
tives in the conferences over the 
Berlin crisis, and the man often 
spoken of as the probable suc- 
cesor to Stalin. His death, pre­ 
sumably unexpected, caused a 
recess in the negotiations, but 
it may have other effects. 
Did you recall that Zhdanov 
was the Rusian general in the 
ill-fated 
war with 
Finland? 
t’nder the Rusian code, tie was 
therefore responsible for the out­ 
come. He never ceased to blame 
the United States and to show 
that bitterness. He blamed Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt for the American 
opposition to that war; he be­ 
came definitely anti-American 
in his thinking: he absented 
military affairs where he might 
find Americans. Yet. while Amer­ 
ica followed an appeasement 
policy towards the USSR, he still 
appeared in the picture, for Rus­ 
sia. 
WHAT EFFECT will his death 
have? I shall watch, as you will, 
to see if a new representative, 
replacing him. is from the older 
group, more friendly to America. 
If so. it will he tremendously 
significant. On such small hairs, 
hangs the peace of the world. 
I spoke of Zhdanov’s death as 
presumably unexpected. When 
you live in a country, operating 
under 
national 
sorialism 
so 
completely as Russia, deaths 
may be either natural or polit­ 
ical.
